ashington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.}]— 
Secretary Shaw took an important step to- 
day which has direct relation ‘to the relief 
of the money market next fall. He has re- 
sumed the refunding operations suspended 
by Secretary Gage for reasons not entirely 
satisfactory at that time. 

The present secretary of the treasury, after 
full consultation with the financial author- 
ities of New York and elsewhere, has deter- 
mined to take up the werk of refunding the 
national debt exactly where Secretary Gage 
dropped tt. The result of this will be to get 
rid of a large percentage of the higher priced 
government bonds and substitute for them 2 
per cent bonds, put on the market ata 
premium of 2 per cent, and which are never 
likely to get far above par. se 

Furthermore, under the existing law, the 
circulation based on the 2 per cent bonds is 
taxed only at the rate of halfa cent a year, 
whereas all other @irculation is taxed twice 
as much as that. 

The refunding of the 3 and 4 per cent loans, 
which are due in 1908 and 1907, will therefore 
add largely to the available supply of gov- 
ernment bonds and thus furnish an induée- 
ment to the national banks to increase their 
circulation. 

The ability of the treasury to loan more 
money to the national banks under the pres- 
ent law has practically terminated, firet, be- 
cause the available cash balance is not any 
too iarge, and, secondly, because the supply 
of government bonds is so small there is 
little more inducement for the banks to re- 
ceive government deposits than to issue cir- 
culation. 

If the secretary's plans are carried out it. 
will put into the hands of the banks for a 


8 ent deposits no less.a sum. 
of government bonds. In | 


this way it ought to be easy for the big na- 
tional banks to issue enough circulation to 
ppovide money for moving the crops next 
fall without producing any unusual! strin- 
gency in the money market. | 


There now are outstanding a total of about 
$233,000,000 4 per cent bonds, which are not 
redeemable until 1907, and $97,000,000 8 per 


cent bonds, redeemable after Aug. 1, 1908, 
these last being all that are left of about twice 


that amount originally issued to pay the ex- 
penses of the war with Spain. 
The circular issued by the secretary of the 


treasury today gives notice that he will ex- 


change 2 per cent government bonds, payable 
thirty years from April 1, 1900, for these short 
term 8 and 4 per cent bonds on the basis al- 
ready established by law. 

The refunding act of 1900 provided that the 
outstanding bonds of 1907 and 1908 might be 
called in on a valuation not greater than their 
worth to yield an income of 2\% per cent per 
annum. Under this authority Secretary Gage 
exchanged 2 per cent bonds at par, but 
inasmuch as they immediately went to a 
premium, Secretary Shaw proposes to make 


the exchange on the basis of 2 per cent pre- 


mium for the new bonds and a valuation for 
the old bonds, as figured out, to yield an in- 
come of 2% per cent per annum. 

It is believed that the holders of these bonds 
now outstanding wil! be only too glad to ex- 
change the... for the new 2 per cents on the 
basis indicated, because in this way they give 
up government securities running only three 
and four years for those which have still 


twenty-seven years torun. Secretary Shaw's 


circular explains that a settlement will be 
reached on the usual terms familiar to bank- 
ers, allowances being made for the accrued, 
interest and similar items between the date 
of April 1, when the refunding goes into 


“| operation again, and the date when the bonds’ 


are actually offered to the treasury. 

The law itself provides an additional in- 
centive because the bonds of the new issue 
having the highest numbers will be the first 
to be called for redemption after 1930, so that 
the earlier a bond is purchased the longer it 
has to run. | 

For the benefit if the general public it 
should be explained carefully that the pros- 
pective issue by the secretary of the treas- 
ury of about $330,000,000 worth of 2 per cent 
government bonds does not mean a bond sale 
at all, None of these 2 per cent bonds can 
be sold under any circumstances. They must 


be issued solely in exchange for the govern- 


ment bonds of a higher rate of interest. The 
public debt of the United States is neither 
increased nor diminished, but the annual 
interest charge which the people have to pay 
will, of course, be greatly reduced. 

There now are outstanding $446,000,000 of 
these 2 per cent bonds, which were issued 
in exchange for government securities paying 
a much higher rate. If the secretary suc- 
ceeds in putting out all the bonds he has of- 
fered in the circular today there will be is- 
sued a total of about $775,000,000 in these low 
rate securities out of only $914,541,330, which 
represents the aggregate interest bearing 
debt of the United States. 

This is an extraordinary financial showing, 


and it is also worthy of note that the United 


States today is able to put out its 2 per cent 
bonds readily for refunding purposes at a 


premium of 2 per cent, as offered by the sec- 


retary of the treasury, whereas British con- 


sols, paying the same rate of interest, are 


not worth as much. | 
' It is the opinion of the experts at the treas- 
ury that the refunding operations thus begun 


again certainly will induce the national banks 


to take out circulation in large quantities and 
without delay, because they can do this 


profitably. The exchange of the 3 and 4 per 


cent bonds at the present market value for

time of the death of Mrs. Bush, the widow. 

“ Tomorrow is the last day on which a bil! 
of this kind could be filed,’’ said Henry S. 
Wileox, counsel for the complainant, last 
evening. ‘The action was started to pre- 
serve our legal rights. 

‘I do not anticipate any serious litigation, 
as it is possible that the entire matter may 
be settled otit of court. It is the purpose of 
the complainant to put an end to certain 
trusts provided in the will and to pay some 
of the beneficiaries.”’

“ We asked the opinion of W. W. Wheelock, 
Levy Mayer, and John H. Hamline relative

We have received the opinion in writing, and 
before acting request your opinion in re- 
gard to the matter.” 


Opinion of the Lawyers. 

The opinion which has been submitted to 
Judge Carter holds that a court of chancery 
cannot act with jurisdiction in a political 
matter. Referring to Mr. Lorimer’s bill the 
three lawyers’ opinion declares: 

“The bill in question, is clearly one to 
limit or restrict by process of injunction the 
manner and method of conducting a contest 
for a seat in congress, and tentatively ,re- 
tains in office the one who received the cer- 
tificate of election by precluding the contest- 
ant from pursuing the method of contest 
above indicated. The bill thus raises a con- 
troversy which pertains only to the right of 
Mr. Lorimer, the complainant, to hold the 
office of congressman from the Sixth Illinois 
district. 

* The question therefore is purely faa sim- 
ply a political one. This bill involves no 
property rights. In this state, and where- 
ever the distinction between common law 
and equity jurisdiction prevails, courts of 
chancery have no authority or. jurisdiction, 
unless expressly conferred by statute, to in- 
terpose to uphold rights which are merely 
political. 


Denies Jurisdiction to Court. 

“A court of equity has no jurisdiction of a 
bill which seeks to protect the rights of one 
in office to hold his office, or attempts to pro- 
tect the rights of a voter, or of a candidate, 
or seeks to prescribe the method of procedure 
to be pursued in conducting an election, or 
in the counting of the votes; nor has a court 
of chancery the power to direct or control the 
mode by which to determine the rules in pur- 
suance of which an election shall be held ora 
contest conducted. 

‘*None of the cases cited by the court in 
support of its position holds that a court of 
chancery has jurisdiction, In our opinion the 
Circuit court of Cook county had no jurisdic- 
tion to entertain said bill or grant an injune- 
tion thereony We deem it unnecessary to

of the lawyers, said: 

“TI have a copy of the letter sent to the 
commissioners, together with the opinions 
of Judge Tuley and Judge Hanecy.

Official Duties, He Says, Prevent His 
Taking Any Part President 
Roosevelt’s Reception April 2. 


- Gov. Richard Yates, unless he changes his 
mind between now and next Thursday, will 
take no part in the reception of President 
Roosevelt in Chicago, April 2.

done. The statements are made in a paper. 
“Columbia College: Old and New,” in the 
Literary Monthly. 

After denoting the academic tone of the 
institution twenty-one years ago as “ col- 
lege spirit of the right sort,’ hesays: “ The 
proper proportions between work and play 
were better observed then than now, and 
athletics were genuine sports, not occupa- 
tions. The literary societies had a stronger 
hold than now and the talk of students was 
more about books and reading and study 
than today. Discipline, too, has been re- 
laxed, and the college student has largely 
lost the character building advantages of 
being in statu pupillert. 

.He is much more in the public eye than is 
good for him, He rushes to the newspapers 
alike with hig prizes and his injured feelings. 
His boyish achievements are lauded like the 
labors of a Hercules or the valorous deeds 
of an Achilles. What we need, it appears to 
me, in Columbia college, and in every other 
college, is a tightening of the lines in these 
respects.

Half a dozen trained postoffice inspectors, in- © 
cluding practically all of the force which 
successfully exposed the frauds in the Cuban 
service, are now busily at work endeavoring 
to trace the ramifications of the conspiracy, 
the existence of which in the department here 
ia admitted. 

The operations of the postoffice service coy- 
er such a vast extent of territory, the 
amount of supplies purchased and distributed 
is so vast, and the number of employés is 
bo great that it will take the postoffice detec- 
tives months to develop the details, They 
have gone far enough to show, however, that 
the ring has existed for years and that cer- 
tain unscrupulous officials have grown rich 
on small salaries. 

Quite the most surprising feature of the 
whole thing is the extraordinary political ma- 
chine which has been bullt up in the depart- 
ment. This machine was neither democratie

PARKER HITS AT HAMLIN. 


SENATOR ASKS INQUIRY INTO 
AFFAIRS *OF OFFICE.-. 


Wants Fall Investigation of Expendi- 
tures by Attorney General in a Res- 
olution Introduced in the Upper 
House of the ‘State Legislature— 

_ Gov. Yates Believed Behind the Ac- 
_ tlon—Prompt Reply Is Made and All 
Accusations Are Denied. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, Ill., March 26.—[Special.J—A 
resolution introduced in the senate today by 
Senator Parker asking for an explanation arid 
investigation of the accounts of the attor- 
ney general's office is making quite a com- 
motion ‘here, and Attorney General Hamlin 
came promptly to the front with a statement 
in reply to the Parker resolution. ~ 
According to the statement of Attorney 
General Hamlin's associates; the information 
regarding the affairs in his office and his 
expenditures contained in the Parker resolu- 
tion came directly from the auditor to Gov. 
Yates, and, therefore, must have been given 
by Yates to Parker, because the auditor says 
he has not furnished any such information 
to Senator Parker or to anybody other than 
Gov. Yates, 

This is taken to establish the connection of 
Yates and the-resolution, and it is well knowng 
that neither Yates nor Northcott has any 
special love for Hamlin. 

The item which discloses Yates’ connection 
with the®deal is one claiming that $6,260, ac- 
cording to the statement by the auditor, was 
drawn out on eleven items without vouchers 
showing to whom the several sums were paid. 
The auditor says that this information and 
the amounts of these items were furnished to 
the governor on the governor's request, and 
that they never were given to Parker at all 
and that Parker never has asked the state 
auditor for anything about the attorney gen- 
eral’s office, the only request made by Mr. 
Parker being as to the amounts paid to special 
attorneys during the administrations prior to 
the present. In the meantime these docu- 
ments and items show up in Parker’s posses- 


sion. 
What the Resolution Says. 

In the preamble to his resolution Senator 
Parker recites that during the last two years 
Attorney General Hamlin has made no re- 
port whatsoever to any person of his financial 
transactions, except so far as he has drawn 
upon the auditor, thus failing to comply with 
either the constitution or the statutes, which 
his office is intended to guard, protect, and 
uphold. 

It is algo set out that In a statement made 
by the auditor of public accounts it appears 
that eleven items aggregating $6,260 were 
drawn from the auditor without vouchers 
showing to whom these several sums were 
paid, and that the attorney general declines 
to make any explanation whatever as to ap- 
proximately half this amount, and has not 
yet presented any signed or formal statement 
tonehing the other half. The resolution 
closed with a request that-the senate com- 
mittee on public accounts be empowered to 
investigate the office of the attorney general 
with respect to the payments referred to, and 
that it have power to examine witnesses un-

Hamlin Explains Conditions. 

In reply to the allegations made in the 
Parker resolution; Attorney General Ham- 
lin said tonight: : 

*“*] desire to say that so far.as an exam- 
ination of my office is concerned, 1 have 
no objection whatever, but the resolution 
should include ali the state institutions and 
all the state officers. I shall ask to have an 
amendment introduced to the resolution, 
maying this addition; in that condition 1 
trust the resolution will pass. 

“The financial affairs of my office are in 
such condition that I.take pride in the 
record I have made. The expenditures or 
the department for the last three admini 
trations were:

‘Of this latter amount expended by me 
nearly $5,000 was for services contracted

“I do not understand Senator Parker's 
motive in introducing his resolution. I am 
informed that the committee of which he fs 
chairman was not consulted in regard to 
the subject matter or introduction of this 
resolution. I would further state that the 
bill for a system of public accounting has 
been passed by the senate, and that the in- 
formation asked| for by Mr. Parker is en- 
tirely uncalled for and can have no bearing 
on the matters before him. He must have 
been actuated by some personal feeling to- 
ward my office bécause he thought that he 
had not received the attention to which he 
was entitled, or perhaps he has some ulterior 
motive and is simply carrying out the policy 
of some one that is remaining quietly in the 
background and who is trying to make some 
political capital. | 


Money Paid Through Auditor. 


“This department receives no money 
whatever from any source and all the pay- 
ments are made through the auditor's office 
upon bills certified by me and warrants 
drawn by the auditor. A full and complete 
account of the payments from this office 
are on file in. the auditor's office, where Mr. 
Parker could easily have obtained them. 

‘The sanitary district case is an exceed- 
ingly important one and in the proper man- 
agement of the same it has become necessary 
for me to employ various persons to make 
special investigations touching the subject 
matter of said case. The case involves an 
examination of the entire waters of the 
Illinois river and its tributaries and of the 
drainage canal and Illinois and Michi- 
gan canal. It hecessitates also a care- 
ful investigation -of conditions in the 
city of St. Louls and the cities upon 
>the Missouri river, as well as an ex- 
amination of the waters of the Missouri 
river. It is safe to say that the Judgment 
of any good lawyer in the management of 
such a case would require that the names 
of persons engaged in making this special 
investigation should not be given to any 
one in advance of the introduction of the 
testimony by the state of Illinois and the 
sanitary district. 


Office Run Economically. 

* I would state, however, out of the appro- 
priations of $20,000 made for the prosecution 
of this case; I have drawn from the treasury 
less ‘than $6,000 up to the present time. 

‘Mr. Parker has not called upon any one in 
my office personally in regard to matters 
about the desired information. This was an 
easy matter for him to do. 

‘*The biennial report required to be made 
by this office has been on file since the Ist of 
January, and has been in the hands of the 
state printer for several months. No semi- 
annual reports have ever been made by the 
governor or any of the state officers in regard 
to the appropriations or the expenditure of 
the same. Since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of 1870 this office has never made any 
semi-annual reports. The constitutional pro- 
vision has been construed to apply only to 
officers who actually receive fees and other 
moneys from sources other than appropria- 
tions made. for their office. This office re- 
ceives no fees of any kind, and expenditures 
are drawn from the appropriations through 
the auditor's office, and the same fully ap- 
pears in the auditor’s report.” 


Death Liability Bill Approved. 

Senator Gardner's bill raising the limit of 
death damages from $5,000 to $10,000 and 
providing that suits to recover must be filed 
within one year was read a third time, and 
passed without a dissenting voice, forty-two 
votes being recorded in its favor.

TRAINMEN OPPOSE BILL MAKING 
THEM DEPUTY SHERIFFS.

Railway Employes to Wage a Fight on 
a Measure Now Pending in Spring- 
field, Saying It Is Designed to Pre- 
vent Them from Quitting Work to 
Enforce Demands—Day of Settle- 
ments in the Labor World—Team- 

_ esters Act as Peacemakers. 


Trainmen employed by the various rail- 
roads in Illinois are to be sworn in as deputy 
sheriffs should a bill now before the legis- 
lature become a law. The men oppose the 
measure, and held a meeting in Chicago yes- 
terday to protest against it. 

The bill contemplates that engineers, fire- 
men, brakemen, and conductors shall be- 
come deputies so as to be better able to pro- 
tect the property of the companies from hold- 
ups; thefts, and otherannoyances. It is pro- 
vided that each shall give a bond of $1,000. 

The trainmen see in the measure an attempt. 
to shut off strikes. They assert that as depu- 
ties they,.cannot desert the property of the 
companies without forfeiting their bonds and 
making themselves Hable to prosecution. 
They are talking of sending a committee to 
Springfield to fight against the passage of the 
measure, 

Bill and Its Purposes. 

The bill has been introduced by Representa- 
‘tive Samuelson of Mercer county. Its pur- 
port is disclosed in the first section, which 
reads as follows: 

Be it enacted,,That ail engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, and brakemen while on duty on or about 
any train of any railroad or railway corporation 
in the state of Illinois shall have the full power 
of deputy sheriffs, and shall secure such appoint- 
ments from the counties in which they reside. 

** Members of the railroad unions are not 
ready to become officers of the law,” said 
Second Vice Grand Master Goding of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen yes- 
terday. ‘‘ We do not consider it necessary. 
We look upon the move with suspicion and 
intend to fight it. We will send a committee 
to Springfield to watch the tourse of the 


Day of Labor Settlements. 

The teamsters acted as peacemakers in 
two of the many strikies that have been on 
during the last week. In both cases they 
succeeded in securing arbitratioin. 

Early in the day a committee, consisting 
of Charles Sagerstrum of the ice drivers, 
Carl Bolander of the hackmen, and Thomas 
Hughes of the excavating teamsters, visited 
the six coffin manufacturers of the city and 
asked them to arbitrate their controversy 
with the casket trimmers. This was con- 
sented to and a joint meeting will be held 
on Monday. 

Later, Business Agent John McCarthy of 
the truck drivers went to the officials of the 
Chicago House Wrecking company, Thirty- 
fifth and Iron streets, and induced them to 
arbitrate with their employés, who have 
been striking for three weeks because the 
company would not discharge a nonunion 
foreman and reinstate two men he -dis- 
charged. The questions at issue will be set- 
tled by a board next week. 

The Aibert Dickinson and Chicago Dock 
companies conceded the demands of their 
striking employés during the forenoon and 
granted them union wages and hours. They 
also raised the pay of their nonunion men 
$5 a month. 

Swift & Co. agreed to reinstate the elevator 
men and oilers who were discharged soon 
after they formed a union. 


Brickmakers Are Rebuffed. 
The IHinois Brick company—known as the 
trust—has refused to grant its 1,200 brick- 
makers a 10 per cent increase in wages, and 
the union will meet tonight to take action.

(HINA WILL SEND 
ENVOY TO CHICAGO 


- New Minister Says Consul Gen- 
eral Will Be Located Here 
in a Few Months. 


SPEAKS OF HIS POLICY. 


Minister Wu's Successor Talks 
Regarding His Relations 
with United States. 


Gan Francisco, Cal., March 26.—[Specia!. }— 
According to Sir Cheng Tung Liang Cheng, 
K. G. C. M., the new Chinese minister to the 
United States, who arrived here today from 
the orient, Chicago will probably have a 
Chinese consul general within the next few 
months. Sir Liang said today in discussing 
the affairs of his people in this country:. 

“Here is a piece of news for you. I am 
going to report to my government within 
the next three months on the Chinese situ- 
ation at Chicago, where there are some 5,000 
of my countrymen, and I shall recommend 
that a counsul general be appointed for that 
‘city. There never has been a Chinese consul 
general in Chicago, and the coming of one 
there will doubtless be welcomed. There 
will be né other consulates created in the 
east that I know of now, as I believe no 
necessity exists for any.”’ 

Large Party with Him. 

The new minister is accompanied by his 
@aughter and two sons. In his suite are 
fifty-three secretaries, diplomats, and lega- 
tion attachés, as well as nine servants. His 

_ private secretary is Yeng K wai, who acted in 
a like capacity on the staff of ex-Minister Wu 
Ting Fang. He is = graduate of Yale, and 
has seen much service in the Chinese diplo- 
matic service. 

Thirteen of the diplomats of the party will 
be stationed at Washington. Four will be 
sent to Peru, where Mr. Chun will be in- 
stalled as consul. Liao Ngan Tow will go to 
Cuba, where he will take charge of the con- 
sulate, succeeding Chow Tsee Chi, who will 
come to San Francisco as consul. Kt Shai 
will become consul at New York. 


Talks of His Policy. 

Minister Cheng Tung Liang’ Cheng, in an- 
other interview, said: 

“T can have no better example than that 
of Minister Wu. He tried to educate the 
American people out of their prejudice 
against my counftf¥ymen asarace. Of course’ 
I realize that the\Americans will never per- 
mit the unrestric coming of Chinese la-. 
borers. Nobody désires that. I donot think 
it would be wise if they did. But the Amer- 
icin government and American statesmen 
have shown the most friendly spirit toward 
China in the troublous times of the last three 
years, and I hope much from that. 

“TI will maintain friendly relations, and 
will try to do what I can along the lines 
marked out by Minister Wu to secure an 
amelidration of existing laws. I know what 
unrestricted Immigration would mean, and 
I realize how much this is an issue with 
the American people and with American 
politicians. I will do what I can, but I 
don't expect to do too much. Itisa question 
of haping.”’ 

Denies More Boxer Troubles. 

Asked concerning the renewal! of the Boxer 
troubles, réported especially from Canton, 
Sir Liang said: 

*’The Canton trouble was not at al! #e- 
rious. I was there at the time of its occur- 
rence, as Canton is my home. There were 
a few arrests and. that ended it. But there 
has not been, and | think gill not be, a re- 
newal of the Boxer trouble. The newspa- 
pers are printing stories of renewed out- 
breaks, but I think they are only taking ad- 
vantage of the public ignorance concerning 
China to amuse their readers.”’ ! 


GETS ITS ENERGY FROM THE AIR 


Prof. Crookes Says He Thinks Redium 
Has Way of Replenishing Its Sup- 
ply from Some Source. 


“{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 26.—In an interview to- 
Gay Prof. Crookes was asked how far the 
heat. emitting properties of radium could be 
explained. He frankly admitted his ignor-. 
ance and said: 

*“T have spoken to ‘Lord Kelvin, Lord Ray- 
leigh, Prof. Sylvanus Thompson, and others. 
Weal) have our own ideas, but at present we 
are groping in the dark.’’ 

Prof. Crookes, however,. was character- 
istically indisposed to take any sensational 
views,..and the great principle of the con- 


servation of energy is as firmly rooted in his | 


mind as ever. He said: “ The amount of 
energy in the universe isa constant quantity, 
and I believe that in some Way yet unex- 
plained radium replenishes its energy from 
the movements of the molecules of air sur- 
rounding it. Even in the stillest air the 
atoms are constantly in movement, and the 
energy derived by radium from its surround- 
ings may come from electrons within the 
atom.”’ 

Having explained by references to the re- 
Searches. of Lord Kelvin and Profs. Thomp- 
son and Lodge what the theory of electrons 
within the atom is, Prof. Crookes added that 
radium has a high atomic weight, and elec- 
trons within atoms are exceedingly numer- 
ous. They appear to be so numerous as to be 
unstabie in their revolutions, thus constantly 
fying out and disturbing surrounding 
Substances. Thousands of costly experi- 
ments probably must be made before the 
meaning of the discovery of. M. Curie that 
radium throws off heat without combustion 
and without material change of substance is 
fully realized. 

Prof. Crookes, in common with all scien- 
tists, is an enthusiastic admirer of the bril- 
liant work of M. Curie, the French physicist, 
and his talented wife.

END FLAWS IN TRISH LAND 


DUBLIN CONFERENCE ON APRIL 14 


John Redmond, Leader of the Nation- 
“list Party in Parliament, Declares 
the Measure Contains Many Objec- 
tionable Features Which Must Be 
Removed Before the Government's 
Proposals Can Be Accepted~Admits 
Amendments Will Correct Details, 


LONDON, March 27,3 a. m.—Irish leaders 
maintain an air of studied reticence in re- 
gard to the land bill, The measure will be 
submitted to the Dublin conference on Apru 
14, Irish members of*parliament will be 
Suided by the decision of that conference. 

It is certain, however, that the land pur- 
chase bill is not satisfactory to the Irish 
leaders in its 
however, that the objectionable features can 
be remedied by amendment if the govern- 
ment will agree. 


John Redmond’s Views. 


John Redmond speaks for the entire Irish 
party in a statement made public last night, 
in which he says: 

“ The bill does net fill all the requirements 
of the case. It does not provide as good 
terms either for the landlords or tenants as 
proposed at the recent land conference, but 
it marks an enormous advance on any meas- 
ure of its kind hitherto proposed by an 
English government. It ie the direct result 
of the unity of the national movement in 
Ireland and the national party in parliament 
for the last three years which led to the 
breakdown of coercion in Ireland, and which 
induced the landlords to come to the con- 
clusion that their best interests lay in mak- 
ing friends with the Irish people, instead of 
continuing in conflict with them. ‘The land 
conference which ensued spoke in the name 
of united Ireland. 

Hopes for Amendment. 

“ Regarding the result of this measure 
I cannot speak with any certainty. Its de- 
talls, many of which seem to me highly ob- 
jectionable, are capable of improvement by 
dis¢ussion. If this measure should provide, 
as every one hopes, a settlement of the land 
question, not only will a gréat social and in- 
dustrial problem be put once for all on a 
sound basis, but it will make a concession to 
home rule, in answer to the united demand of 
all the classes in Ireland, in the near future 
a certainty. 

“ Until these clauses of the bill are actual- 
ly in my hand I cannot say, of course, 
whether they carry out the project In view. 
Therefore, I cannot say for a certainty if 
the bill will be accepted by the national con- 
ee which assembies in Dublin on April 


“This great assembly will have the decid- 
ing voice in the matter. If it rejects the bill 
the measure will be dead. If it accepts it, 
subject to certain amendments, it is quite 
possible the bill may be molded in commit- 
tee into such shape that it will entirely trans- 
form Iireland."’ 


Opposition from Ulster. - 

Perhaps the strongest indictment of oppo- 
sition yet evinced Have come from the Ulster 
landlords, the majority of whom are said 
to be unlikely to sell their estates. T. W. 
Russell, member for one of the Ulster divi- 
sions, declares that this difficulty arising 
from the absence of a compulsory law in the 
bill will result in a continuance of the agita- 
tion in Ulster by the tenants, who thus are 
deprived of availing themselves of the new 
measure. 

William O’Brien’s Views. | 

William O’Brien has issued a manifesto 
criticising many features of the bill, but 
strongly deprecating anything like a hasty 
condemnation by the nationalist convention. 
Generally speaking, the nationalists heartily 
welcome the bill, not because they regard 
it as perfect, but because it. gives ministerial

Sees Hope for Home Rule. 

Mr. Asquith, speaking at St. Albans to- 
night,. said that without being sanguine, 
credulous, or optimistic, he could not help 
thinking that if. by a concordat, such as this 
bill, they could hope for a satisfactory land 
settlement, it was not beyond the bounds of 
statesmanship that by a like concordat be- 
tween Ireland on one side and all the parties 
in England on the other, they should make an 
equally substantial advance towards settling 
the problem of Irish government. 

Lord Londonderry, speaking at Skipton, 
Yorkshire, expressed his unqualified ap- 
proval of-the bill.

KING GOES TO SCOTLAND IN MAY 


Rumors That British Ruler Is Again in 
Poor Health Not Credited in 
London. 


LONDON, March 26.—It is officially an- 
nounced ‘tonight that'the king, accompanied 
by Queen Alexandra, will make a visit to 
Scotiand in May. Their majesties will ar- 
rive at Dalkeith palace, the seat of theduke 
of Buccleuch, six miles from Edinburg, May 
11, and will remain until May 15. 

The vague suggestion of the Liverpool Post 
that King Edward is in poor health and 
suffers from depression does not find con- 
firmation in well informed quarters. The 
king is frequently seen in public and is ap- 
parently in excellent health and spirits.

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LANDBILL HURTS CONSOLS 


BRITISH SECURITIES WEAKENED 
BY IRISH RELIEF ACT. 


Prospect of an Issue of $500,000,000 in 
Bonds Within the Next Fifteen 
‘Years Has a Depressing Effect on 
the Investment Market—Sir Clement 
Markham Comments on Valuable 
Discoveries in the Antarctic Seas— 
Interest in Election Day Is Intense.

LONDON, March 27, 3 a. m.—Consols 
again sagged yesterday in consequence of 
the reflections of investors upon the ten- 
denctes of the Irish land bill. Secretary 
Wyndham’'s proposed credit operations will 
bring into the market during the next fifteen 
years a new loan of $500,000,000, secured by 
Irish soil and the treasury contributions to 
the island. This Irish land stock will be as 
sound as consols and will draw a better rate , 


of interest. 

If consois have dropped to 90 when a $175,- 
000,000 Transvaal loan is in sight, with a 
$90,000,000 London county council loan in 
prospect, the continuous issues of Irish land 
stock for a long period induce decreased 
depréssion among holders of consols. 

The reports of the return of large blocks 
of consols from the United States are dis- 
credited in the street. The unpopularity of 
these once gilt edge securities is adequately 
explained when investors can obtain 2% per 
cent by depositing the money with ordinary 
banks and always be certain of regaining full 
face value of the capital when they want it. 
Investors in consols have witnessed their 
decline from 113 to 90 within five years, and 
can only expect 2% per cent interest after the 
first of next month. 


Interest in Chertsey Election. 

The result of the Chertsey vote polled yes- 
terday will be announced today. It will in- 
Gicate whether the Daily Mail has sufficient 
influence to defeat the liberal candidate after 
helping powerfully to elect liberals in Wool- 
wich and Rye. Albert Harmsworth has 
thrown the influence of the Mail strongly 
against Longman .as a pro-Boer and Camp- 
bell-Bannerman radical, and has been rein- 
forced by R. W. Perks, Lord Rosebery’s non- 
conformist henchman. If Longman be de- 
feated when the other constituencies have 
shown signs of an irresistible popular reac- 
ticn against the spendthrift government, it 
will be a more serviceable triumph for 
Harmsworth than for Rosebery. .

FRANCE REFUSES HOME TO THE 


CARTHUSIAN ORDER. 
Chamber of Deputies: Votes Down an 
Effort to Secure Permission for the 
Wealthiest Catholic Associatton to 
Remain in the Republic—Premier 
Combes Declares the Priests of That 
Order Are Working Openly to Un- 
dermine the Government. 


| 


PARIS, March 26.—The chamber of depu- 
ties today completed the government’s pro- 
gram regarding the male religious orders 
which applied for authorization to remain In 
France by refusing by a large majority the 
application of the Carthusian monks, who 


forming a class apart, they being employed 
in manufacturing. Theirs is the wealthiest 
order in France. 

Abbé Lemire spoke today on behalf of the 
monks, urging that they spread their bene- 
factions in the country around the monastery 
and that the money made by their industry 
was freely distributed to the poor. 


‘Wealth No Excuse. 


Premier Combes replied that the Carthu- 
sian monks live under the same régime as the 
‘other orders and should be treated in the 
fame way. They should not be favored be- 
cause they were rich. It had been urged, he 
said, that their departure would cause a seri- 
ous loss to the department of Isere, in which 
their monastery is situated. But the cham- 
ber must not be guided by considerations of 
material interest. It was debasing religion to 
associate it with commercial enterprises. It 
was asserted that the Carthusian monks did 
not meddle in politics. They have not med- 
dled openly with drums and trumpets, lke 
the other orders, but they conducted an 
active propaganda against the republic. The 
superior general of the Carthusian order 
signed a recent pamphiet urging all citizens 
not to pay their taxes. 


Vote Is Decisive. 

The chamber then, by a vote of 888 to 231, 
refused to! discuss the application for au- 
thorization and adjourned. 

Twenty superiors general of congregations 
affected by the decision of the chamber of 
deputies refusing them authorization to re- 
main in France met today and decided to 
oppose a passive resistance to the execution 
of the law. They will not obey the notifica- 
tion to close their establishments, and when 
the courts order their closing they wil only 
yield to forcible expulsion. 


NEW HONORS FOR RAMPOLLA. 


Papal Secretary of State to Be Promoted 
to Vice Chancellor of the

CUBAN TREATY IN PERIL, 


CHANCES FOR RATIFICATION 
THOUGHT TO BE SLIM. 


Foreign Relations Committee Sug- 
gests Addition Fixing Time for It 
to Ge Into Effect—Several Senators 
Declared te Favor Negotiating an 
Entirely New Convention More Ex- 
plicit in All Ite Terms—Gevernument 
Is Still Confident,

HAVANA, March 26.—Notwithstanding 
the fact that a majority of the foreign rela- 
tions committee decided this afternoon in 
favor of the treaty, there is every outlook 
for a stormy session tomorrow, if not de- 
feat for reciprocity. Several senators who 
before voted in favor of the treaty now be- 
lieve that, owing to the modified and confus- 
ing form of the amendments, it will be bet- 
ter to negotiate a new treaty. 

The senate committee on foreign relations 
in its report in favor of the adoption of all 
amendments also recommends a separate 
provision as an accompaniment to the effect 
that the ratification must be complete be- 
fore Dec, 31. 

Trade Bodies Favorable. | 

Sefior Bustamento said at the conclusion 
of today’s meeting, at which were heard 
the representatives of the commercial, man- 
ufacturing, and agricultural interests, all 
favored the ratification of the amended 
treaty and urged that it be made effective 
as early as possible. 

‘* During the afternoon,’’ said Sefior Busta- 
mento, “the committee was informed of 
the contents of a cablegram from Secretary 
Hay to the effect that the treaty could not 
now be amended; that the amendment cov- 
ering the reference to congress applied only 
to the United States congress and giving 
assurances of President Roosevelt's inten- 
tion to call a special session of congress 
prior to December. 

Silva for New Treaty. 


Sefior Silva, the secretary of the senate, 
who before was one of the advocates, said: 
‘*T am inclined to the belief the best thing 
will be to disapprove the treaty and then 
negotiate another. The amendments seem 
confusing to all of us. We have perfect con- 
tidence in President Roosevelt, but fear the 
amendments are in such shape as to make 
a new treaty preferable.”

W. H. Richardson of the board of 
trade firm of Harris, Gates & Co. went out to 
James O'Leary's establishment with $10,- 
000 in his pocket and wanted to put it up 
against $12,000, that being the odds of 6 to 5 
O’Leary had advertised he was giving.

O’Leary declined to take the offer, his ex- 
cuse being that he had already bet all the 
Harrison money he cared to.

SENDS CHALLENGE TO PALMER. 


Dobyns Would Debate Nightly with 
Democratic Candidate for Alderman 
in Twenty-first Ward. 


Fletcher Dobyns, republican candidate for 
alderman in the Twenty-first ward, yester- 
day challenged Honoré Palmer, the demo- 
cratic candidate, to meet-him in a series of.

CHICAGO YOUNGSTERS TRADE 
IDEAS WITH THE FILIPINOS. 


Younger Students in the Bowen School 
Are Writing Letters to the New 
Americans in the Orient and the 
Brown Little Islanders Are Reply- 
ing with Missives Telling of the 
Wonders of Their Native Land—All 
Benefit by the Exchange. 


Chicago’s school children have extended 
their hands across the sea in fellowship to the 
brown littl Americans in the Philippines. 

Every week the younger students in Bowen 
school write letters, friendly and descriptive 
of conditions in Chicago, to the children at 
Piddig, on the island of Luzon, and every 
week the children in the public schools at Pid- 
@ig indite letters describing their beautiful 
mountain country to the Bowen school chil- 
dren. 

More than fifty letters a week are sent and 
received by these students, who never have 
seen eachother. They describe their schools, 
their customs, their teachers, their work, and 
their play, telling what they have been doing 
and what they think of things. They write 
letters full of history and draw pen pictures 
of cond@itions, so that each school gives the 


| other a. glimpse of life of which otherwise 


they they would know nothing. 

The teachers of the Bowen school, who tead 
the letters that are sent and those that are 
received, admit that, while their pupils are 
further advanced, write better, and use bet- 
ter English, they might learn many things 
from the new Americans. 


Idea of a Chicago Boy. 

The story of the correspondence and its 
beginning starts with the enlistmentof Louis 
C. Morgan of South Chicago in the United 
States army. Morgan was a student in 
Bowen school, which is at Ninety-third 
street and Houston avenue in South Chicago, 
and, his teachers said, a bright student. He 
lived, and his mother still lives, at 170 Ninety- 
second street. 

Morgan enlisted from Chicago, and, after 
serving seven months in the Philippines, was 
mustered out. He did not return to the 
United States, but todék the examination and 


“secured an appointment as a teacher, being 


assigned to the Piddig school. Heopened the 
school with fifty children in attendance, us- 
ing anipashackasaschoolhouse. He taught 
the children as well as those of the men and 
women who desired to learn English. 

The school grew and young Morgan, secur- 
ing natives as’ his assistants, became the 
principal. There are now eight grades, and 
the students are quartered in a good school 
building, 

Mr. Morgan, in referring to the picture that 
is printed herewith, says the natives standing 
beside him are. his assistants and that the 
one to his immediate right is his godson. 


Begin Exchenging Letters. 

Six months ago Mr. Morgan wrote a letter 
to Prineipal Charles J. Parker of Bowen 
school, suggesting that Mr. Parker select 
some of the students in his school and have 
them write letters regularly to the brown 
Americans at Piddig. Principal Parker took 
up the matter and placed it before the school, 
explaining the purpose of the plan. 

The students entered into te spirit of the 
scheme, and within a few days dozens of 
letters had started across the Pacific, ad- 
dressed to children whose names seemed 
strange to the Chicago youngsters. 

American ships and American letter car- 
riers delivered the letters to the Filipino 
children in the nipa huts at Piddig, and those 
brown, earnest little students at once “‘ took 
their pens in hands ’’ and wrofe long letters 
to the Chicagoans. 4 

The correspondence has been going on ever 
since, and, the teachers say, the letters 
from both schools have improved greatly in 
that time. They have aroused the intérest 
of the Chicago students in the history of 
Spain and her former possessions, and have 
kept them studying United States history in 
order that they might be able to enlighten 
their correspondents. 

No Love Affair as Yet. 


There have been no romances arising from 
the correspondence so far. As one of the 
students at Bowen school remarked yester- 
da 


y: 

* From the name of the person I am writ- 
ing to I don’t know whether it is a boy ora 
girl.”’ 

Mr. Morgan will leave for the United States 
on May 8 on three months’ leave of absence 
to study educational methods here. He will 
spend the summer in Chicago.

MAY LEARN AMERICAN HISTORY. 


Scientists to Visit Arkansas, Where 
Relics of Ancient Race Were 
Found Recently. 


Andover, Mass., March 26.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Warren K. Moorehead, instructor of 
archeology and curator of the Archeological 
museum at Phillips’ academy, Andover, is 
of opinion that the remains discovered in the 
Ozark mountains in Arkansas will have an 
important part in determining the relative 
age of man in America. He will start for the 
locality on April 4 for the purpose of investi- 
gating the subject. ‘ Some time ago a man 
in Arkaneas sent us arrowheads and pieces 
of pottery,”’ said the professor, “‘ that were 
different from anything we had seen. They 
appeared mu¢h older than the usual abor- 
jginal rernaing and more primitive, possibly.

SALOONKEEPER FEELS LASH. 


Franz Schultz, Who Favors Stewart, 
-Receives a Hint from the

Evidence of the manner in which saloon- 
keepers are being whipped in line for Mayor 
Harrison ‘was furnished to the republican 
campaign committee yesterday by Franz 
Schultz, who says he has felt the lash.

Then Mr. Schultz became aggressive. He 
wanted an explanation, but could not get it. 
So he marched over to republican headquar- 
ters and told his story to Chairman Revel 
and the campaign committee. 

Mr. Revell found that Chief _of Police 
O'Neill had no complaint against Schultz. 
The saloonkeeper declared his place was one 
of the most orderly in Chicago; that no 
woman had ever been in it. He concluded 
the threat against him was due to the facr 
that he favored Graeme Stewart's candidacy 
for mayor. 


POLICE PROMOTIONS HELD UP. 


Patrolmen Protest Against Deley in 
Filling Eighteen Vacancies in the 
Rank of Sergeant. 


Strong protests against the action of the 
city administration in holding up the certifi- 
cation of sergeants of police are being made 
by the patrolmen. There are eighteen va- 
cancies among desk and patrol sergeants, 
and an examination to fill them was held by 
the civil service commission some time ago.

Warrant May Be Issued for Ar- 
rest of Unknown Man or 
Woman on Suspicion. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 26.—[{Special.]—The 
tmquest into the death of Edwin L. Burdick 
ended today, and the mystery is as flar from 
golution as ever. Justice Murphy has re- 
gerved his written opinion on the testimony 
until next week. It is possible that he may 
fesue warrants for the arrest of “ John Doe ”’ 
and “Jane Doe.” If Judge Murphy sees fit 

- to take such action the district attorney will 
be obliged to submit the whole case to the 
grand jury. 

Aside from the failure of the authorities to 
secure evidence bearing directly upon the 
commission of the crime or to establish the 
identity of the murderer, there is a feeling 
of satisfaction that the name of Mr. Burdick 
has been lifted from the mire in Which it wns 
first dragged and hiS character shown in its 
true light. The evidence brought out under 
the examination of witnesses by District At- 
torney Coatsworth has shown Burdick to 
have been a loving father, always willing to 
sacrifice his own happiness and pride for the 
sake of his children; that he was the victim 
of false friendship, broken pledges, and in 


_-tace of it all a forgiving, indulgent husband. 


Pennell Inquest Next Monday. 

The inquiry into the death of Arthur L. 
Pennell will begin before Justice Murphy 
next Monday, and an effort will be made to 
determine’whether the Pennell automobile 
tragedy was accident or suicide, or suicide 
and murder. When that inquiry is out of the 
way the Burdick decision will be handed 
down, probably not before. 

Among the witnesses to be subpcenaed to 
the Pennell inquest are Lizzie Romance, the 
servant; the two boys who saw Pennel!l’s 

lunge into the quarry; Volk, the salodn- 

eeper at whose place Pennell had a drink a 
few minutes before his death: Wallace 
Thayer, to whom Pennell is supposed to have 
given $25,000 in trust for Mrs. Burdick: and 
many Tesidents ef Kensington district, where 
the horror occurred. - 


Protest from Pennell Lawyer. 

It was learned tonight that Former Dis- 
trict Attorney Penney entered a protest to 
Justice Murphy today against merging the 
Burdick and Pennell inquests and handing 
down judgment on both cases at the same 
time. Mr. Penney was a former pantner of 
Pennell, and since Pennell’s death he has 
been acting as legal adviser for ‘the Pennell 
family. It was because of this protest that 
Judge Murphy, in announcing that an offi- 
tial inquiry would be made into the Pennell 
tragedy, took particular pains to state that 
the Pennell inquest would be entirely inde- 
pendent of the Burdick case. 


_ Last of Burdick Inquest. 


At the Burdick inquest today three new 
Witnesses appeared on the stand. They 
were the Rev. L. M. Powers, pastor of the 
ch of the Messiah, where the Burdick 

ly and Mrs. Hull were regular attend- 
ant& and Detectives Cornish and Coughlin, 
who were the first police officials to arrive at 
‘the Burdick home when the'crime was dis- 
covered. 

Mrs. Hull, Carol. Burdick, and Maggie 
Murray,.the Burdick cook, were recalled to 
straighten out, if possible, conflicting testi- 
mony given by them on the witness stand. 

The report of City Chemist Hill was read 
by the district attorney. It stated that no 
poison was found in the cocktail bottle or in 
the stomach of the dead man, thus disposing 
of the theory that Burdick was:poisoned, 
and also that there were no bloodstains on 
the golf stick. 

Pastor Powers cs a Witness. 

The Rev. L. M. Powers was the first wit- 
ness today. He said that Mrs. Hull and 
the Burdicks were members of his church 
congregation. On two separate occasions 
he had talks with Burdick concerning the 
latter’s domestic affairs. The first one was 
at Burdick’s office about three weeks prior 
to the murder. He called voluntarily to 
talk with Burdick about the matter, which 
the witness said had become common talk 
at that time: Mrs. Hull also had discussed 
it with him once during a call the minister 
had made at the house. Asked to repeat 
the conversation with Mrs. Hull, Mr. Powers 
said: 

“She. told me her daughter had left home 
and that a suit for divorce was pending. 
She said her daughter was not without fault, 
but that she was not alone to blame, either; 
that if I knew the whole thing I would not 
believe that the fault was all her daugh- 


ter’s.”” 
His Talk with Burdick. 


Mrs. Hull, he said, did not ask him to speak 
to Burdick about withdrawing the divorce 
suit. On the first occasion that he visited 
Burdick he walked up home with him. so that 
he was with him about an hour. Burdick 
told him about everything that has come out 
in this examination. 

“What did he tell you that has not come

The report on the contents of the bottle was 
to the effect that dt contained no traces of 
drugs or poisons. No blood or any traces 
of blood were found on the golf stick. 

In the stomach some alcohol was found. 
In addition there were particles of fat hav- 
ing the smell of hutter. Everything in the 
stomach was thoroughly digested. No trace 
of drug of poison was found in the stomach. 


Detectives Come Last. 

Detective Cornish was called to the stand 
as the final witness to testify concerning the 
shirt found on Burdick’s body. a 

Mr. Coatsworth produced the undershirt, 
which Cornish identified as the one removed 
from Burdick’s body. He also identified the 
underclothing.

In one of the pockets was a roll of bills 
containing $44. There was no watch or any 
other article in the vest. 

It will be remembered that Burdick’s coat 
and trousers were found in his den. 

‘“*So far as we know no other witnesses 
will be called in this case,’ said Justice 
Murphy after Detective Coughlin had been 
excused. ‘‘This closes the Burdick in- 

uest.”’

The evidence offered today to establish 
a plot consisted in part of a series of cable- 
grams which passed between William A. 

Hazard in Europe and William N. Amory 
in New York. These cablegrams began in 
February of this year, and the latest one 
produced bore the date of last Tuesday. 

The dispatches show that Amory was ex- 
pected to tip off to the absent Hazard facts 
regarding something or other which haa 
to do with dividends and which, from the 
cablegrams, Hazard was thinking of pur- 
chasing. Mr. Amory explained that what 
was pending was an application for a re- 
ceiver for the Metropolitan. 

A fact which makes the dispatches of pecu- 
liar interest is that at least two of them are 
dated Melton Mowbray, England, where Fox- 
hall Keene, a brother-in-law of the man who 
paid the bills for Amory’s investigation into 
the affairs of the Metropolitan company, has 
a shooting box. The introduction of this evi- 
dence was the sensation of the session. Many 
persons wondered how Vreeland’s attorneys 
learned in the first place that any cablegrams 
ever had passed between Hazard and Amory, 
but the greater wonder was that they were 
able to get them so easily from the telegraph 
company. 

This was explained by Mr. Nicoll at the 
close of the hearing. He said he had learned 
that such cablegrams were in existence, and 
thought the best way to find out if they were 
was to serve the telegraph company with a 
subpeena duces tecum. This was done and 
the dispatches were produced. 

On account of the evidence presented today 
Nicoll of the counsel for Vreeland declared 
that he would make conspiracy charges 
against persons believed to have been inter- 
ested in the efforts to knock down the Metro- 
politan stock in the market. The hearing was 
adjourned until next Wednesday. 


Immigration figures for March show that 
immigration is increasing in spite of the un- 
usual strictness of inspection on both sides of 
the ocean.

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THE $5,000 LIMITATION. 

The house committee on corporations had 
before it three bills relating to the limita- 
tion to $5,000 of damages where déath is 
caused by a wrongful act. One of the bills 
raised the limit to $10,000 and another fo 
$15,000, while the third provided there 
should be no limit. After long deliberation 
and reflection the committee reported fa- 
yorably on the third bill, which is the best 
one. A jury should be allowed to deter- 
mine the damage in each case. 

On the heels of the dilatory action of the 
committee comes the hurried passage by 
the senate by a unanimous vote for a bill 
making the limit $10,000. The senatorial 


| ‘gnanimity indicates that no bill repealing the 


limitation altogether can be put through 
the upper house. The interesting question 
is whether the lower house will pass the 
senate bill or stand by the one its commit- 
tee has reported on favorably and thus pre- 
any legislation.

- They were 
ordered to step up to the captain’s office 
and settle, and they knew what would hap- 
pen if they refused. Assessments, which 
always were immoral, are illegal now. The 


by the managers of Mayor Harrison's cam- 
paigif only to the extent that they do not 
violate it directly. They violate it sneak- 
ingly. They have whipped the devil around 
the stump by ordering city employés to 
buy tickets to a democratic ball, the sur- 
plus receipts to be used to further Mayor 
Harrison's election.

Officers have heen assessed in the 
manner described; Not one has appealed 
to the mayor for protection, yet most of 
those who took $10 worth of bal! tickets 
did so unwillingly. Nota single one of them 
appealed to the mayor, because did not 
dare to. He knew that in the“event of 
Mayor Harrison’s reélection his name would 
be on the blacklist. He might-not be dis- 
missed, but he would be put on duty as far 
as possible from his home, and if he madea 
slip of any kind né mercy would be shown 
him. 

The mayor could have blocked the whole 
business two’ weeks ago by ordering his cam- 
paign managers to drop their ball scheme. 
He permitted them to go ahead because 
they were working for him. He can rectify 
in part the wrong which has been done by 
ordering his campaign managers to refund 
to the city employés what is left of the 
money extorted from them after paying the 
expenses of the ball. That will be much 
more to the point than an invitation to em- 
ployés to call on the mayor and tell him they 
do not wish to contribute money to help 
him to be reélected. 

The mayor’s actions tell what his opinion 
of the civil service law is. He was against 
it during his first administration. He is 
against it in his third. The law will not be 
fully operative—it will be a law to be evaded 
. wherever possible—so long as he shall be 
mayor. He is saturated with the ideas of 
the partisan practical politician. From his 
poiut of view the city employés are not 
employés of the people but his servauts, 
| whose duty it is to work for him at the 
polls and contribute money to promote his 
political fortunes. No man imbued with 
such ideas can understand the proper func- 
tions of a mayor or give the city the business 
administration it should have, 

Mayor Harrison is incorrigible. The civil 
service law is being violated, to his know]- 
edge, for his benefit. The work of assessing 
employés goes on unhindered by him. That 
. is a strange record on which to ask for a re- 
election. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. : 
The introduction of the Irish land bill in 


epoch in the historical relations of Great 
Britain and Ireland. Whatever may be the 
outcome of the discussion which is to follow 
it will at least indicate conditions of better 
feeling, and should the bill be passed in 
anything like its present shape one of the 
most potent causes of the old time bitterness 
of Ireland towards England will be removed. 

Briefly stated, the bill appropriates all 
told $500,000,000—of which $60,000,000 is a 
free grant to provide funds until interest 
payments begin—to enable tenants to buy 
the landlords’ holdings, the former paying 
3% per cent interest on loans and the latter 
being paid partly in cash and partly in guar- 
anteed 2% per cent stock. The adminis- 
tration of tratisfers is to be in the hands of 
three estate commissioners, and the annual 
charge to the British treasury is estimated 
at $1,950,000, which, it is thought, will be 
reduced $1,250,000 annually by the large 
reduction in the costs of constabulary and 
agents which inevitably will follow the 
passage of the bill. 

To an outsider the provisions of the bill 
seem not only fair but liberal. The Irish 
leaders look on the billfavorably. Itis also 
acceptable to the Irish nationalists in par- 
liament, though they may demand some 
amendments. Mr. Davitt, who represents 
the extreme radical wing of the nationalists, 
is dissatisfied because he thinks the land- 
lords’ compensation is too large, but they 
would not sell if they did not get something 
more than a fair price. He thinks the year- 
ly installments will be a heavy burden upon 
Irish agricultural -industry, which must 
compete with American, Canadian, Austra- 
lian, and Argentine industry, which is 
free of the burden of paying rent to a land- 
At the same time, Mr. Davitt 
is not so unreasonable as not to regard the 
bill as in some senses a triumph and as a 
forerunner of home rule. 

There may be delays in the enactment of 
this measure, but the introduction of the 
bill marks an immense advance upon pre- 
vious legislation, an era of better feeling, 
and a disposition among the English peo- 
ple to allay the discontent which has pre- 
viously existed and to come into more harm 
monious relations with the Irish. It is a 
courageous effort to settle an old grievance, 
and if the English people are willing to bear 
the new and great financial burden in addi- 
tion to others still greater which have re- 
cently been imposed upon them the Irish 
ought to meet them half way and faith- 
fully carry out their part of the bargain.

WILL MR. VANDERBILT RETIRE? 

Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt telegraphs from 
Paris that— 

There is no truth in the statement that the 
New York Central rafiroad has passed into other 
hands. The present directors act in harmony, 
each with the other. No changes are contem- 
plated, and I know of no one of them who wishes 
_to shirk his responsibility. 

The story printed in the New York Tri®- 
une, to which the telegram refers, is to the 
effect that the control of the New York 
Central and direction of its operation has 
passed out of the hands of the Vanderbilt 
family into the hands of what is known as 
the Rockefeller-Pennsylvania-Morgan com- 
bination. It is asserted that the change 
has taken place with the approval of Mr. 
Vanderbilt, who finds his duties irksome, 
while there is no member of his own family 
to whom he can delegate them. It is said 
there is to be no surrender of interests in the 
properties Mr. Vanderbilt controls, 
that no startling changes are planned, but 


| that some changes may be made in the 


directory at the next annual meeting to 
give the Pennsylvania road representation. 

Harmonious relations have existed for 
some time between the New York Central 
and the Pennsylvania. Neither road has 
acted in a matter whére the interests of the 
other might be involved without consulting 
it. They are joint owners of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio road, Presumably the general 
railroad situation would not be affected ma- 
terially for a time at least if the report 
which Mr.. Vanderbilt contradicts, after a 
fashion, should turn out to be true. There 


is not likely to be a merger of railroad prop- 


erties while. the United States Supreme 
court has the case of the Northern Securities 
company under consideration. | 

The transfer of the control of the New 
York Central to the Rockefeller-Peunsylva- 
nia-Morgan interests might lead to no 
change in the policy, but it would seem to 
the public a great step towards the concen- 
tration of all railroad power in the hands of 
a small body of men, whose number de- 
creases instead of increasing. The Vander- 
bilt control of the New York Central has 
existed for three generations. The public 
did not relish being told by one Vanderbilt 
that it might be ——-, but it has admitted 
that the Vanderbilt management has been 
conservative. It has stood for stability and 
against stock jobbing. The Vanderbilt inter- 
ests have been acting in harmony with the 
Rockefeller-Pennsylvania-Morgan interests, 
but it would be worse yet, in popular estima- 
tion, if Mr. Vanderbilt were to retire and 
cease to be a possible check on the ambitious

Dropped by the Turf and by the other

expulsion by the committee.”’ 

Now, Sir Francis Jeune, the president of 
the divorce court, in giving his judgment 
in the suit brought by Lady Granville Gor- 
don to retain the custody of the little girl 
born to her during her previous marriage 
to Frederick Gordon, declared from the 
bench that Lord Granville’s “ conduct was 
deserving of reprobation, reprobation greater 
than that which usually attached to the 
conduct of a co-respondent—conduct that had 
been improper and dishonorable to an ex- 
traordinary degree.’’ 

It was on the strength of this judicial utter- 
ance from the bench anent the future chief 
of the ancient and historic Scotch clan of 
Gordon that the Turf and other London clubs 
‘to which he belonged dropped Lord Gran- 
ville’s name from their roster. 


Just what will be done with Frederick 
Gordon in this connection it is difficult to 
say. For while the judge acquitted him of 
connivance in his own dishonor, he declared 
from the bench that Frederick Gordon had 
behaved with ‘‘ the most inconceivable lack 
of care, discretion, and judgment,”’ the 
strongest illustration of which, given in court, 
being the fact brought to light in the evi- 
dence that, while he himself slept on a dif- 
ferent floor from that on which his wife's 
apartments were situated, he offered no ob- 
jection to Lord Granville’s occupying on 
each of the many occasions that he staid at 
his house a room adjoining that of the then 
Mrs. Frederick Gordon, and with a connect- 
ing door between. This, too, in spite of the 
fact that he knew that his wife was in love 
with Lord Granville and had been so prior to 
her marriage, and that his cousin Granville 
was a thoroughly unprincipled man, especial- 
ly in matters whére women were concerned. 

An active search is in progress for the

Then he proceeded in the course of twenty 
minutes’ talk to give expression to some 
scores of epigrams, of which those quoted 
above are samples, as the traveling man 
says. 
After getting his star well sarted, he left 
for New York yesterday afternoon. But no- 
body with one of Belasco's attractions knows 
when he’ll get back. 
As likely as not he will come back to Chi- 
cago vannounced next Monday afternoon.. 
Without saying a word to any one, he will 
slip into the Illinois at the evening perform- 
ance and watch the whole show, to see 
whether everybody is not keeping up to the 
mark. If there is any “let down” a re- 
hearsal will be called, and the “ governor ” 
will bring the people who have begun to slight 
their work to a realizing sense of what he 
wants. If, on the occasion of one of these 
unexpected visits, he finds everything going 
just as he likes he may take the morning 
train back to New York, and nobody will be 
the wiser for his visit.’’ 
“I believe first of allinsimplicity. Rounded 
periods are all very weil in books, but you 
don't aften find them in real life. What a 
pergon will do under a certain set of circum- 
stances depende altogether on the person. 
* You tell one man suddenly that his moth- 
er or his wife is dead, and he will break out 
into sobs, tear his hair, and act like @ mad- 
man. You bring the same message to an- 
other man, andthe will stiffen himself, keep 
perfectly quiet, and only show his emotion by 
lowering his voice and clenching his fists. 
“* Repose may be high art; so may hysteria. 
It depends on the temperament of the char- 
acter you are portraying. Either may be 
false; either may be true. Some people have 
an idea that the highest art is always repose- 
ful and quiet. They are wrong. It would be 
as untrue and as unartistic to make some 
characters self-controlled and silent as it 
would be to represent a noiseless thunder 
storm or an immovable earthquake. 
*““ Before I had enough money to hire a ste- 
nographer I used to write the dialogues of my 
plays seated before a mirror, On the desk 
before me I had a pad of paper and pencil. 
First I was one of the characters and then 
another, and what I felt I wrote down, using 
a kind of shorthand, so that my hand might 
keep up with my changing feelings. 
“ All art is the better for being felt before

SECOND PRESBYTERIAN. 


With the Death of Dr. Chichester ana 

the Removal of the Rev. Pleasant 

Hunter Both Congregations Are 

Without Pastors—Influential Mem. 

bers Favor Consolidation and the 

Elders Soon Will Hold a Meeting to 
Consider the Project. 


Two pioneer Presbyterian churches tn Ch{- 


eago—the First at Indiana avenue and Twen- 
ty-first street, and the Second at Michigan 
avenue and Twentieth street—probably wil! 
be united at any early date. In fact, the 
proposition is said to need only formal rati- 
fication to be accomplished, 

Influential members of the two congrega- 
tions favor consolidation, as the churches are 
within two blocks of each other. The project 
has been advanced in the past, but each so- 
tiety was attached to its own minister, and 
this proved a bar to the proceedings. With 
the death of the Rev. W. J. Chichester of the 


First church, and the removal of the Rey. 


Pleasant Hunter of the Second church to 
New York, both pulpits are vacant, and the 
movement toward union has been revived, 


Funeral of Dr. Chichester. 


*. Funeral services for Dr. Chichester were 
held yesterday afternoon at the First church, 
and were conducted by the Rev. F. M. Car- 
gon, the Rev. W. P. Merrill, Dr. Herrick 
Johnson, Dr. Frank Gunsaulus, and the Rev. 
Joseph A. Vance. The services were simple, 
jn compliance with the wish Dr. Chichester 
expressed shortly before his death. There 
were 100 floral tributes in the chancel, In- 
Jerment was at Oakwoods. 

Elders of the two churches will soon take 
wp the question of union at a joint meeting, 
and then the project will be submitted to the 
pongregations. There seems to be little doubt 
that consolidation will result, and that the 
building of the Second church will be used 
by the enlarged organization. 


Says Consolidation Will Come. 


“Consolidation was proposed to the Sec- 
pnd church before it started to build a year 
ago,” said Caryl Young, one of the First 
thurch trustees, yesterday afternoon. “It 

not been discussed lately, but it would 
best for both churches and probably will 
e place ultimately.”’ 

“ Consolidatiom has been talked of for 
géveral years,”’ said Charles 8S. Holt. presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the Second 
church. “ Each time that either church has 
been without a pastor the union has been the 
subject of more or less discussion, but the 
has been no definite action.’’ |

‘When Wringer left he asked Miss Rogers 
to accompany him to his office, but the young 
woman refused. 

Attorney Wringer said at his office: 

** Some time ago I loaned Miss Rogers $5 
on a note drawn in her favor for $33. When 
the note came due I wanted to reserve a 
portion in payment of a bill of $40 which 
Miss.

WOMAN FINDS A NEW STAR. 


Mme. Ceraski of Moscow Makes Inter- 
esting Discovery by Aid of Andrew 
| Carnegie’s Gift. 


Boston, Mass., March 26.—Harvard’s as- 
tronomical authorities announce the discov- 
ery of a new star by Mme. Ceraski of Mos- 
cow. The new star belongs toa class known 
as the Agloe, variable—that is, it is partially 
bright, but occasionally is partially eclipsed 
by an intervening star. 

This discovery is due to the recent gift of 
Andrew Carnegie, which enabled exhaustive 
study of the photographic plates in posses- 
sion of the astronomers, and out of 250 or 300 
covering the region in question, thirty plates 
have been found to contain impressions of 
the new star.

YE SAINTE. 


St. John of Egypt, hermit. 
HERE are 509 Johns who have received 
T the attention of Christian biographers. 
The numerous St. Johns have a surname 
to distinguish them one from another. 
St. John of Egypt, a solitary second only in 
fame to St. Antony himself, won the respect 
of the people, the emperors, and the most 
celebrated ecclesiastical doctors of his time. 
Until he was 25 John wasacarpenter. He 
was then seized with a desire to test the 
grip of the flesh upon him and to gain salva- 
tion from its power if possible. He went to 
an ancient hermit for instruction. In order 
to discover what sort of a man he had to 
dea} with the hermit gave him the most ab- 
surd orders, which John implicitly obeyed, 
and affected great capriciousness. He one 
day ordered him to plant his staff in the sand 
and to water it daily. The disciple obeyed 
without a murmur, and, although he had 
to walk two miles for water, kept up his 
task for a year, as a test of his power of obey- 
ing. After the death.of the hermit he spent 
five years visiting monasteries. Then he 
walled himself up in a cave at the top ofa 
rock, leaving a window open from which 
he could talk to the thousands who visited 
him. He drew the admiration of the whole 
world to him on account of the “ luster of 
his miracles and the fame of his predic- 
tions.”” A house had to be built at the foot 
of the reck for the accommodation of-vis- 
itors. His most famous prophecies were 
made ‘to Theodosius the Great. These came 
true to the letter. He was about 40 when 
he entered his cave: he lived to be 90, eating 
only a little fruit at sundown, never tasting 
of anything cooked, not even bread. He 
gave audience on the Sabbath only. Seated 
at his window, he conversed with all who 
approached, divining their thoughts, though 
they said not a word, and making wonderful

YE SINNER. 


Francis Bacon, statesman, philosopher, es- | 
sayist. 


RANCIS BACON has been pinioned on 
an age defying couplet. 
If we thee, think how Bacon 

The wisest, brightest, meanest of mankind, 
wrote Pope. We may admit the first two 
adjectives, but never the third. Francis 
Bacon, favoring the monopolies, or trusts, of 
his day, got himself into trouble, yet he 
was no meaner than thousands, perhaps 
less high,in state, who do the same thing to- 
day; the greatness of his intellectual ac- 
complishments must secure our regard. In 
an age when petty hypocrisies and personal 
flattery were the coin of the realm Bacon 
indeed shined, yet he had most solid and 
sterling qualities. As a child he was wise 
and ready of wit. Queen Elizabeth once 
asked this little son of her lord keeper how 
old he was. He replied, “ Just two years 
younger than your majesty’s happy reign.”’ 
This was precocious and partly explains the 
oft recurring ‘‘ at an early age ”’ of his biog- 
raphy. At 12 in college, at 24 in parliament, 
at 28 counsel extraordinary to the queen— 
such were early ages for the places occu- 
pied. A speaker who could hold his audi- 
ence spellbound, a man of profound and 
original intellectual powers, a writer who 
has given almost as many quotable things 
to the workd as his contemporary, Shaks- 
peare, Bacon had one “ weakest weakness.” 
It was an inordinate love of splendor and 
display. As his dignities increased—he be- 
came keeper of the great seal in 1617, high 
chancellor of England and peer of the realm 
in 1618—he took the presents and bribes of- 
‘fered him as great judge. He might have 
escaped accusation had he given favorable 
decisions after doing so. He was accused, 
convicted, fined £40,000, and even impris- 
oned for two days, but released then, the

Theron Logan had occasion yesterday to 
write a member of the board outside the city, 
who objected to his name going on one of 
the petitions. In doing so Mr. Logan made 
this exposition of the case: ‘‘ Perhaps you 
will pardon my stating some of the reasons 
which make me in favor of the proposed 
amendment. In the first place, I think it is 
right—that is to say, I do not believe that 
any one shoujd be prohibited from making 
any contract he may choose to make that 
does not interfere with the right or happiness 
of some one else.

BONDS WORK LOWER 


Prices 8 to 10 Points Below Those of 
One Year Ago — Final Payment in 
‘Liquidation of the Chicago Packing 
and Provision Company—Preferred 
Gets 98.8 Per Cent of Par Value— 
Common Shareholders Get Noth- 
tae. 


Local banks and bond houses report a fair 
business in municipal bonds, but a practical- 
ly stagnant market for New York railroad 
bonds. It is possible there may be some im- 
provement in the next three months in mu- 
nicipals owing to the probability of lower 
interest rates. yi 

But all classes of bonds continue to grad- 
ually work lower in market value. Good 
railroad issues are 10 points below ruling 
quotations one year ago. Municipal bonds— 
that is, good issues—will average about 4 
points lower. It is by making concessions 
that business is kept going. 

One of the banks yesterday displayed @ 
card giving the interest basis and interest 
rate of a number of bonds, and advising cus- 
tomers to buy them. The manager said of 

“I am willing now to advise our invest- 
ment customers to make purchases at these 
prices. They are the same bonds which we 
had one year ago. Then, however, I would 
not advise purchasing because I felt the 
quotations would work: lower and our cus- 
tomers would feel dissatisfied. Events have 
justified my fears, for the same bonds we 
are offering today were from 8 to 10 points 
higher one year ago. There is practically 
nothing doing here in railroad bonds because 
prospective inyestors hesitate to purchase, 
being undecided as to whether the down- 
ward movement is to continue.”’ 

In view of the declining market prices for 
investment securities, the question of a safe 
amd reasonably remunerative investment is 
becoming a perplexing one. No doubt exists 
of the continued payment of the interest 
rate, but the depreciation in principal ts the 
serious factor. 


Final Chicago Packing Dividend. 

The American Trust and Savings bank 
began yesterday paying the second and final 
dividend of the Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision company in liquidation. The disburse- 
ment will amount to 53 8-10_per cent on the 
preferred stock of the company. Two years 
ago a dividend of 40 per cent was paid, mak-~ 
ing the total to the preferred shareholders 
$015,612, or 08 8-10 per cent of the par value 
of their shares. This payment marks the 
final winding up of an unsuccessful packing 
company, which at one-time pald 15 per cent 
on its common stock in addition to the regu- 
lar 8 per cent dividend on the preferred. 
The common shareholders receive nothing. 
The preferred stock was preferred both as to 
dividends and assets. 

The following circular, issued by the Amer- 
ican Trust and Savings bank under date of 


local shareholders: 

The liquidators of the Chicago Packing and Pro- 
vision company,limited, of London, England, an- 
nounce that in liquidation of said company they 
will on March 26, 1903, disburse to the holders of 
preference shares of said company an amount 
equal to 538-10 per cent of the par or face value 
of said shares, being £5 7s 8d a share (or $26.21 in 
United States currency), and being the second and 
final distribution and payment on said shares.

witnessed or identified, in which event such trans- 
ferees will be considered the owners of such re- 
ceipts. 

History of the Company. 

The Chicago Packing and Provision com- 
pany was organized in 1890, with a share capi- 
tal of $074,000 8 per cent preferred and 
$974,000 common stock. It was promoted by 
the City of London Contract corporation, an 
English concern. The company began busi- 
ness about the time the consolidation of the 
breweries was effected and other American 
corporations were consolidated by English 
promoters. 

During the first three years ofits ex- 
istence the Chicago Packing paid 15 per cent 
on the common stock. In 1898 the common 
dividend dropped to 12% per cent, and in 
1898 to 2 per cent. In 1890 4 per cent was 
paid on the preferred and none on the com- 
mon, and the following year steps were 
taken to liquidate the company. The com- 
mon shareholders sought in the courts to 
share equally with the preferred in the dis- 
tribution of assets, but were unsuccessful. 

Granger Farwell, representing American 
shareholders, and Caldwell Ashworth, rep- 
resenting English shareholders, were made 
liquidators in 1900. E. H. Pearson has been 
actively engaged in winding up the affairs of 
the corporation: 


Big Demand for Locomotives. 


The American Locomotive company re- 
ports for nine months, ending March 31, $23,- 
056,345 earned, being an increase of $4,859,- 
600 over the corresponding period last year. 
This is an inerease of 25 per cent. 

President Callaway iseued yesterday a 
statement in which he said that since the 
organization of the company in June, 1901, 
more than $8,000,000 had been expended in 
new buildings and the purchase of equip- 
ment. The dutput covering the same period 
shows an increase of 85 per cent. Within 
the last two months orders have been re- 
ceived for over 600 locomotives, and all of 
the eight plants, employing more than 16,000 
men, are running night and day. 


Subtreasury Gains. 

The subtreasury gained $1,320,000 from 
the banks on Wednesday and since Friday 
has gained $2,158,000. Wall street is figur- 
ing that in course of a week the subtreasury 
will distribute $2,000,000 for April interest. 
In addition government warrants for $3,000,- 
000 are to be paid in New York within the 
next few days. 


Hard Lines for Tinplate Mills. 


The independent tinplate mills, which in 
the last year or two have been started in 
different parts of the country, are now find- 
ing themselves unable to purchase sitee] bil- 
lets in sufficient quantity to keep their works 
going. While it is the policy of the United 
States Steel corporation not to prevent all 
competition, still it had made the manufac- 
ture of tinplate a hazardous undertaking. 

A case in point is that at the town of 
Greencastle, Ind., where the citizens fur- 
nished a site and subscribed $60,000 toward 
securing a tinplate plant. The Junita Steel 
company has built a plant and the total 
outlay is given at about $300,000... Now the 
company finds itself unable to operate con- 
tinuously through inability to secure billets. 

The United States Steel corporation has 
further intrenched Its own position by secur- 
ing a mafority interest in the stock of the 
Clairton Steel company, formerly owned by 
the Crucible Bteel cbmpany. The independ- 
ent plants have been almost wholly depend- 
ent on the Crucible Steel company for their 
billets dnd making competition lively for the} 
American Tigplate company, controlled by 
the United States Steel corporation. 

The independent tinplate mills are now, 
seeking to effect a combination with sufficient 
capital to enable them to secure ore proper- 
ties and manufacture their own billets.

MILES TESTS NEW MACHINE GUN 


Weapon Invented by CleVeiand O.,, Man 
Fires 800 One Pound Shots in 
Minute with Accuracy. 


Cleveland, O., March 26.—[Special.]—A ma- 
chine gun, of which Dr. 8. N. McClean is the 
inventor, was given a test today in the pres- 
ence of Gen. Nelson A. Miles of the army 
and Gen. Joseph Wheeler. 

The gun fires one pound projectiles. It 
weighs ut 450 pounds, and can easily be 
hauled about. The unloading, reloading. and 
firing: is done automatically by means of en- 
ergy Suaranteed within the gun, on the prin- 
ciples of a gas engine. The cartridges are 
fed in magazines containing twenty-five 
shells each. The only halt in the work of the 
gun is when the magazines are changed. 

One pull of the trigger fires twenty-five 


' shots.and a speed of 800 shots per minute can 


be maintained allday. Eight hundred shots 
were fired today in a minute without heating 
the barrel. 


ALLEGED TRUST MUST ANSWER. 


District Supreme Court at Washington 
Rules Against Plea‘of Wholesale 
‘Feed Dealers. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—Chief Jus- 
tice Bingham of the District Supreme court 
today made an important ruling in the case 


. of John F, Crovo, a retail feed dealer of 


this city, against members of the Wholesale 
Feed Dealers’ association, involving pro- 
ceedings instituted under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The plaintiff alleged that the 
defendants combined to restrict the retail 
trade by fixing each day the minimum price 
at which retailers should sell feed products 
and refused to supply any retailer who 
failed to sell acco: ding to these prices. The 
plaintiff claims §30,000 damages. The court 
held that the defendants must plead to the 
allegations and overruled the demurrer of 
the wholesalers, who claimed that the ded- 
laration was faulty in failing to allege that 
the age obtained an exclusive mo- 
nope y.

Gangs at Work During Night Secure 


Many Victims, Many of Whom Show 
Fight—One Householder Stands Off 
Raiders with a Revolver—Truce Ar-

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 26.—[Special.]— 
In spite of the reported protests and threats 
of the faculty, the hair cutting race between 
the sophomore and freshman, classes con- 
tinues.

But there I never used any 
gmoney but my own. 

“Seven wecks ago, on my return from

me here. That seven weeks is almost 4

Conro made a list of $1,300 in debts from 
éhecks and other accounts resulting from 
the disastrous seven weeks. He said he 
bélieved he would.be able to pay them all 
goon, and that there would be no prosecu- 
tion. His hopes are based on his claim of 
$80,000 in a large estate in Milwaukee. His 
mother, who lives at 4327 Indiana avenue, 
called at the station and had several con- 
ferences with Conro. It is expected she will 
assist him.

RELIGIONS OF GREECE AND BABY- 
LONIA, 

. By A. H. Sayce, D. D., LL. D. Imported 

by Charles Scribner's Sons, 

Columbus discovered a new world; the 
archeologists are discovering the old world. 
Among the best known adventures into this 
wonder world of the faraway past, at least 
among those who have of late done most to 
give common publicity to the results of this 
kind of search and r , Stands Prof. 
Sayce of Oxford. bees 

And fortunately he is of too much sanity of 
judgment to allow any passion for dogmatic 
guesswork to run away with him. Much as 
has been so strangely recovered from those 
long buried ages and kingdoms, the ma- 
terials for our attempts at restoration are 
still fragmentary. Anything like a@ system- 
atic description of Babylonian religion, says 
Prof. Sayce, will for many years to come be 
out of the question. It must wait until the 
buried libraries of Chaldea have been ex- 
cavated and their contents studied. We are 
but at the beginning of discoveries, and th 
belief that our present conclusions are fina 
is the belief of ignorance. Nevertheless the 
constant wonder of the reader of these lec- 
tures, on both the religions of Egypt and of 
Babylonia, is that so many things are at least 
partially known as to which until so recently 
we knew nothing. 

In this way these lectures form the pow- 
erful fascination of both antiquity and nov- 
elty. 

Another peculiar element of interest In the 
book is that which comes from comparison. 
Between the religious and cosmological ideas 
of the ancient Egyptians, the Sumerians and 
the Semitic Babylonians, and that of the 
Hebrews there are many natural analogies 
and other still more striking contrasts. Be- 
tween the religion of Babylonia and that of 
Israel there was much that was alike. Both 
were in their origin Semitic. | 

“The background of Hebrew history is as 
purely Babylonian as the background of He-, 
brew ritual.”” And still there was an im- 

gulf between them. No comparative 
study of the Egyptian and Babylonian re- 
ligions, instructive as it is in other respects 
and full of interest, throws any light on the 
origin of the unique character of the mon- 
otheism and spirituality of the Hebrew re- 
ligion. 

ered a book as this is timely. Intelligent 
and thoughtful people on all sides are be- 
coming interested in these ancient flelds of 
modern study. And fortunately Prof. 
Sayce’s style is as clear and simple and 
fluent as his general manner is agreeable.

NAUDE’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
A Limited Bdition of a Rare Book Being 
Issued. | 

Houghton & Mifflin’s latest addition to their 
limited edition series is John Evelyn's trans- 
lation of “ Naudé’s Instructions Concerning 
Erecting of a Library.’’ Gabriel Naudé, the 
author of this celebrated pamphiet, was wise 
with much wisdom in his day and generation 
~which was that of Richelieu and Mazarin. 
While in the service of the latter he had the 
privilege—to him one of the greatest life could 
hold—of collecting and founding a public li- 
brary, which was the fourth to be founded in 
Europe. The first three were the Ambrosian 
at Milan, the Bodleian at Oxford, and the 
Angelique at Rome. | 

It was on the occasion of his appointment 
as librarian to Henri de Mesmesin 1627, when 
he was 27 years old, that Naudé produced the 
work here given in the English version— 
Avis pour dresser une Bibliothéque. The first 
edition of the original—Paris, 1627—is rare, 
but it was reédited and published in 1644. It 
was translated into Latin by J. A. Schmidt, 
1708. The translation here given—the only 
translation into English so far as is known— 
is that of John Evelyn, whose diary is valued 
not only as literature but as one of the sources 
of knowledge upon the English civil war in 
which he was for the king against Cromwell. 
Evelyn was one of the most cultivated and in- 
fluential men of his time and numbered among 
his friends Pepys, whose diary is as famous 
as his own, Bentley and Boyle, the philoso- 
phers, and Jeremy Taylor. : |

MIND AND BODY. 
C. A. Strong Tells Why. the Former Has 
the Latter. | 

“Why the Mind Has a Body,” by C. A. 
Strong, soon to be published by the Mac- 
millan company, is a philosophical essay on. 
the relation of the mind to the body, they 
ap ance of which is most timely, as it) 
is b on the current controversy between. 
the common sense school of theorists, who 
maintain that the mind acts on the body, 
and the “ interactionists or “ parallelists,”” 
who declare that the varying conditions of 
consciousness are only the natura! sequences 
to changes in the brain. The writer further 
maintains that the only way to determine 
this question, which has been the subject 
of much discuss ‘for many years, is by, 
means of metaphysical investigation of the 
nature of matter and mind. ; 

To this method he adheres throughout the 
entire course of the book, and succeeds in 
mediating between the two schools by sug-' 
gesting a doctrine which combines: inter-. 
actionism with recognition of the efficiency 
of consclousness and giving an intelligible. 
explanation of the fact that every mind we 
know is connected with a body. The mind is 
thus shown to be the primary and the body 
the derived thing—hence the title. The book, 
is Fucid and the different sides of the con- 
troversy around which it centers are bropght 
out in an interesting manner. 

The arguments are éasy to follow, while 
interspersed flashes of humor relieve the 
work of tedium. Rather than develop an 
entirely new theory Mr. Strong pushes to 
their logical conclusions theses already ad- 
vanced from various sides. His foremost 
position is clear cut and logical and affords 
an excellent basis from which to proceed, 
while his conclusions are stated in terms of 
frank fairness which elicit the interest of 
any broad minded reader. The book is one 
that can be read and enjoyed in an evening, 
and still one that will repay closer study. 


LIKE A COPY BOOK. 
Mr. Carryl's Novel Is Trite and Tedit- 


ous, 

“The Lieutenant Governor,”’ by Guy Wet- 
more Carry], is a novel with a good dea! of 
preaching, several old but true ideas, and 
some possible and some imposs'ble charac- 
ters. It is a tale of modern politics and of 
the one righteous man in a company of 
greedy, corrupt, and ignoble ones, and of his 
friends and enemfes. There is a lovable and 
ultimately heroic drunkard—whose heroism 
consists, however, of a crime—and a poor 
old manufacturer bewildered and almost 
beaten by the strenuous forced of modern 
organized labor, and a kind of amateur Ju- 
piter, who is the lieutenant governor of 
* Allegania’’ and who solves all problems 
eventually. 

He draws his inspiration from the arms 
of the state, which, excellently engraved 
and bearing the words “‘ Justitia—Lex—In- 
tegritas,"’ hangs in his office. His method 
is simple but effective, apparently, and his 
virtue shines forth like a beacon in a high 
place. The author seems to have had the 
best of motives, but the book is wordy and 
foolish. Its morals are too obvious; its 
characters—with the exception of the al- 
ways lovable and eventually criminal and 
heroic drunkard—quite absurd; its heroine 
is a composite of all motto bearing copy 
books, and the whole thing tedious. (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co.)

Postofiice Imepectors Receive New 
Complaints Against Firm Alleged 
te Deal in Worthless Titles—Inves- 
tigation in Progress a Year—Plan 
te Form Chicago Colony in Tennes~ 
ace—Promoters Claim Arrest Is Re- 
sult of Blackmailing Scheme. 


The offices s of the United States Land syn- 
@icate were open for business at the usual 
hour yesterday morning, and Louis Enricht, 
the syndicate, and A. T. Dreutzer,’ the law 
department, spent the day explaining the 
cause of their arrest for a fraudulemt use of 
the mails. The postoffice inspectors were 
also busy yesterday receiving complaints 
against the syndicate. 

Ezra Kepp of Xenia, Il, sent word to the 
postoffice officials that he had paid for a deed 
to land in Morgan county, Tenn., which he 
afterward found to be worthless. Charles 
Shwartztrauter of Dayton, O., also made a 
complaint against the concern. 

The inspectors received the-first complaint 
against the syndicate more than @ year ago. 
Mrs. C. W. Scott of Knoxville, Tenn., wrote 
that many had been trying to take possession 
of her property in Fentrese county under 
deeds sold by the United States Land syn- 
dicate. This started the investigation. 

The postoffice authorities learned, from 
state officials in Georgia, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and West Virgi that the land 
syndicate had a chain of tifles on record in 
many cases, but that the grants under which 
they held theee titles were bogus. 

R. J. Dillon called at the inspector’s office 
yesterday and éaid he would be able to fur- 
nish the names of at least a score of men 
and women induced to pay for deeds to land 
to which they found later they had no title. 
He said many in the vicinity of Madison and 
Paulina streets had been attracted by the 
advertisements of this concern and paid for 
warranty deeds and abstracts of title, and 
that he was one of the victims. These peo-
